fjN a recent issue the Lonlon Times contained a weighty lead- 
ing article entitled "Christmas appeals and The Salvation 
J Army," which incidental] y pays a magnificent tribnte to The 
General's social schemes. Prom tie art'cle we take the 
following extracts : 
, "Tnis Salvation Army, which could give lessons to any school or col- 
lege of advertising-, has prepared a special and very effective means this 
winter In the shape of a book by Mr. Rider Haggard. It is called "Regen- 
eratkm," Is. published by Messrs. Longmans, and it contains an account of 
the Social Work of the Salvation Army in Great Britain. Mr. Haggard 
has vis' ted all thle metropolitan and many of the Provincial institutions of 
.that multifarious Organization, and he describes and discusses what ha 
found' there. It is a long list. There are the night Shelters, the Work- 
shops, the Ex-criminal Work, the- Employment Office, Investigation and 
Emigration Departments, the many institutions on the women's side for 
Rescue, Maternity, and Tr&'ning, tho Slum Settlement, Piccadilly Mid- 
night Wot*, Anti-Suickre Bureau, Land Colony at Hadleigb, Small-Hold- 
ings Settlement at Boxted, and many others. General Booth . asks for 
£53,000 to carry tbem on. 

How the Critics were Routed. 

"The pnblicatton of th's interesting little book recalls the appearance 
of '"In Darkest England," and the sensation which it caused. That was just 
twenty years ago, and, if we remember rightly, about the same time of. 
year or a little earlier. The Salvat'on Army had then not very long begun 
its Social Work, except on the women's side which „was started and car- 
ried on by Mrs. Booth; and The General boldly asked for a million ster- 
ling to carry out a great scheme of social regeneration. The appeal 
ra'sed a storm of hostile criticism and ridicule, and the million was not 
forthcoming-. But it was a magnificent advertisement, and it drew very 
substantial support — to -the extent of £100,000 if we are not m'staken. 
Enthusiasts believed in the practicability of the scheme; critics thought 
it would do more harm than good; and the very shrewd were quite cer- 
tain that It was just a fraud and an ingenious device of Mr. Booth's for 
feathering his own nest. They were all more or less mistaken, hut the 
very shrewd were the most astray; they were absolutely wrong, as men 
who love to attribute base motives frequently are. General Booth has lived 
down all personal Imputations so completely as to make anyth'ng of the 
kind ridiculous. Nor are the critics who thought lie would do more harm 
than good justified .by th'e results. Perhaps if lie had got the million for 
which he asked they might have be*}n, for it is .difficult enough- to spend 
so much money or anything without doing more harm than good, and in 
philanthropic or charitable work it is" more . difficult than in most other 
f 'elds, it may fairly he arsued to-day Hfat much or The Salvation Army 
activity, and especially the N5ght Sheuers, Free Breakfast, and the like, do 
maintain arid so encourage the submerged class, the loarers, tbe unem- 
ployable, who are beyond all question more numerous in this iban in any 
comparable country. 

Tfce Work oi a " Gteat Man," ~ 

"Prohahlj- many oi The Salvat'on Army Officers would adm:; that con- 
tention up to a certain point. They would also admit that tbe proportion 
of those who are permanently regenerated out of all that come Into their 
hands Is small. Bill they would say that the work is worth doing for the 
sake of those i who are regenerated, even though they be comparatively few 
And no man who knows at all what the depths are and what regeneration 
means will be disposed to deny that St is worth doing for the sake of one* 
in a thousand, or would take the responsibility of stopping it. 

"ike comparaf *e paucity of completely satisfactory results means that 
the Darkest England scheme was,- as a scheme, impracticable. It was too 
satfgurafe; the task Which General Booth set himself was superhuman. 
He probably sees that himself ottlooUng back after the lapse or twenty 
years. But that does nc-t make his work a faUure. pit the contrary, it, 
is an amaz lis, one may even say a stupendous, success. It has developed: 
In bttief 'directions and Oh different "lines,.. To have buiijt. s uii this world, 
wijie brB^niiatlon. which ene'retes the globe with a net-work Of varied 
InstttnUons, all engaged in active,, helping, human work, holding out a 
ha«a to those who need it, men, women; and children; and to have domj

is not that of other men. It is easy to cilt'cize his work and to po:nt Oat 
defects, but who else could bave done it? Different as the two men ire, 
there is something of the prophet in them both. And it Is In keeping with 
that character that General Bpoth should have more honour In other coun- 
tries than in his own though here hb has long enjoyed the appreciation of 
tbe highest in the land, who are not the least discerning judges. The 
work of The Salvation Army Is highly valued and recognized by Govern- 
ment, not only in the Brifsh self-governing Dominions, but in various for- 
eign countries, where it Is officially entrusted with regeneration work. 
Readers will find information on these points and on the aspirations of 
Tho Salvation Army at home in Mr. Haggard's hook, which also discusses 
the interesting question of the future of the Organization when General 
Booth is no longer here to direct it. We hope that time is distant, and 
meanwhile we wish success to his Christmas appeal." 



The following are some interesting extracts from "Regeneration": 
One little incident tbat occurred in the course of- his inspection of 
our Institutions no doubt helped Mr. Haggard more than most things to 
realize the tremendous realities of the work. He tells how Staff-Captain 
'MacGregor of the Westminster Metropole, after showing him around the 
place, gave him a vivid reminder of his own history: 

"One day this Start-Captain played a grim little trick upon me. I 
was seated at luncheon in a Salvation Army building, when the door open. 
ed. and there entered as dreadful a human object as I have ever seen. 
The man was clad in tatters, his bleeding fe'et were bound up. with filthy 
rags; he wore a dingy newspaper for a shirt. His face was cut' and plas- 
tered over roughly; he was a disgustfng sight. He told me, -in huskv 
accents, that drink had brought him down, and that lie wanted help. I 
made a few appropriate remarks, presented him with a small coin, and 
sent him to the Officers downstairs. 

A Remarkable Change. 

"A quarter of an hour later (he Staff-Capiaiu appeared- in his uniform 
and explained that lie and the "object" were the same person Again 
it was the clothes tlmt made the difference. Those which he had worn 
when he appeared at the luncheon-table were the same In which he had 
been picked up on the sti-eets of London."

COMMISSIONER RGBS 
has been an Officer in 
The Salvation Army 
about twenty-nine years, 
ZA but instead of giving you 
a sketch, of his. life, I am going to 
tell you a story which, I think, will 
show you the kind of work the Com- 
m'ssfoner delights to do. ■ 

One Sunday, -just about Christmas- 
time, some years ago, Comm'ssioner 
Rees was holding a great nieei.ng in 
the- Temple in Stockholm, the capital 
citv of Sweden.- The building was 
packed, and the night meeting well 
on when two drunken men came in. 
At first they sat quietly near the 
door; but the warmth of the ball soon 
made them start talking to each 
other, and presently they began an- 
swering back what was said from 
the platform. 

Two : sergeants, distressed at the 
meeting heing interrupted ' in " this 
way, went over to the two men mean- 
ing* to put them out, but from the 
platTorm the Commissioner saTd: 

"Sergeants, never mind ■ those two 
dear rellows. Drunken men are al-' 
ways welcome In our halls. They are 
the very kind, for which we exist, so 
let them be. They will riotldisturb 
m'e, bless them; and God will surely 
save them in answer to our . prayer 
and faith." 

Soon after tbls one of the men rose 
and left the hall, but the other sat 
listening attentively to the Commis- 
sioner's great satisfaction. 

As soon as the prayer-meeting be- 
gan Staff-Captain Richter, the War 
Cry Editor, who loves drunkards, 
made his way to the back of -the^ hall, 
and dealt earnestly with the ■ poor 
man about bis soul. As a result 
Swenson, as we will call him, came 
out to the penitent-form to seek sal- 
vat'on, and told of the sorrow which 
had made him come to the Army. 

It seems that Sweneon's eldest son. 
a. boy of thirteen, bad been a great 
grief to his mother.

THE RgAURETANIA'S RUSH. 

The Msuretania's return dash from New York to Ens land- with the deter- 
mined object of completing the itrand transatlantic voyage 'within twelro 
days or even less commenced at six o'clock on Saturday, December 17. In 
less than thirty-eight hours this 32,000-ton quadruple-screw turb ne steamer 
disgorged over 1,000 tons of freight and baggage, a large number of pass- 
engers. and nearly 5.000 sacks of Chrtstmas mails, and took aboard over 
6,000 tons of coals from a fleet of tw2nty-two barges. 1,000 tone of' cargo, 
I.S00 passengers, nearly 4,009 sacks of mails and enough food to supply an 
army for a. week. The departure ot the Mauretania was a gala event in 
New York. Punctually at sis o'clock the mighty engines hegan throbbing 
w!tb a gentle v bratlon from s;em to stern as she started on the second 
stage of her long ocean flight amid the. cheers of thousands of people as- 
sembled on the quays of the barboar. Several tugs followed the line- 
down tbe Hudson River and past the statue or Liberty in order to see the 
last of the- vessel as she sreered full steam ahead towards the open waters 
of the Atlantic leaving in Ser wake a great broad track ot churned waters 
fully a, mile- long.

A Street Battle in Old London. 

A most extraordinary battle be- 
tween polce aud burglars recently 
took place In the streets of old Lon- 
don. On the one side were fifteen* 
hundred polce, a company of the 
Scots Guards with a machine gun, 
and a number of firemen; on the 
other side, two desperate burglars 
and murderers. Incredible as it may 
appear, these two men kept their 
pursuers at bay for ten hours, faring" 
a hail of lead from automatic pistols 
through the windows of a house Jni 
Stepney. 

The men were wanted by the poilce 
for the murder of three constables 
at Honnsdltch on Dec. 16th. Discov- 
ered in a daring attempt to dig thei* 
way underground to a Jewelry store, 
they opened fire with revolvers, anil . 
after killing three constables and 
wounding (wo others, made good ihe'fl 
escape. They were tracked to the' 
house In Stepnev. and at flvp o'clock 
one morning, while it was vet dark, 
a partv of armed police ci'efit upon 
them, hoplnp to find them as 1 eep. 

But the suspected men were alert.

THE WAR <3*Y. 
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How Vessels may Lose their Buoyancy. 




HE first cons'deration in 
the construction of asy 
ship is" that it snonia 
float on the water. "TCh'en 
a body floats it displaces 
rff-Tjuantitj- of water equal in weight 
Wits own weight, but the volume of 
■Witter displaced will be less than the 
'■Wflit-'of the object. If the volume of 
water displaced is small compared with 
the bulk of tbe object very little of 
the object will be immersed, conse- 
quently it wi!l float high. If by alter- 
ing the general form so as to increase 
the s ze and not the we'gbt the ob- 
ject will have greater buoyancy. 

On any floating- body iwo constant 
and equal forces act — gravity exert- 
ing a pull downwards counteracted by 
buoyancy ejterting a pressure up- 
wards. 

An object floating freely on the 
■water might roll over anfi over in any 
d'rection. To obviate thi^ in th? casV 
of a ship, length has uieeii given which 
only allows pitching — rise and fall at 
the two ends "of tbe vesse! to a limit- 
ed extent. 

- To prevent undue rolling s'd'eways 
or complete caps zing of a vessel it 
is^ necessary that the vessel should 
have stability. Scientifically, "the 
stability of a ship is the effort which 
■:sbe makes to return to the Wright 
position after being inclined due to 
her.weght acting downward through 
the centre of gravity and the effort 
of her buoyancy acting upwards 
through the centre of buoyancy, 
which two forces act as a lever.*' 

This stahility :"s one of the great- 
est problems to tbe constructor or 
Steamships. Naturally tbe centre of 
gravity should be low, and the hnll 
must be of such a form that when the 
vessel rolls to one side the centre of 
buoyancy shall move sufficiently far 
to -that same side for the forees of 
buoyancy acting upwards to right the 



The case of a sh'p rollng is very 
complicated; she may be top heavy — 
that is, there comes a moment in the 
roll when the upward force of hnoy- 
ancy no longer tends to right the ship 
but Instead exerts its force in pushing 
the ship still farther out of the per- 
]>endicular. wilh the result that the 
vessel capsizes. Aga n, s vessel nj&y 
roii too quietly or too slowly. in 
either case she will strain herself, 
and if the s;ra'n be very bad spring 
lea lis and become quite naseaworthy. 

To roll in time with the waves 's 
cUo a grave fault as a steadily in- 
creasing rocking motion is set up, 
w:th the, result that the vessel may 
finally turn right over. 

A well-bu It vessel carefully loaded 
does not point its bow at tbe sky one 
moment and then plunge it under trie 
waves but appears to move with the 
water, and in rolling rolls rathe:* 
more slowly than the waves them- 
selves.

Famine is China* 

According to reports from China, 
the situation there is very acute. 
There are, it s stated, between two 
itnd three tn'Ilion people for wbom 
enough food must be supplied to 
carry them over until next Jnne, 
when the Spring crops are gathered, 
and the Imperial Government of 
China finds that it cannot meet the 
grest demands made upon it. For 
that reason il liss seen found neces- 
sary to seek aid from tbe Anglo-Saxon 
nat ons. 

The Chinese Provinces in which 
the famine has become so acute are 
An Huei and Klangsu, where th« 
heavy rains and floods of tbe past 
Summer completely destroyed tbe 
June and October crops. A few 
weeks ago. the most serious flood in 
the rnemory of min occurred In these 
Provinces, sweeping awny several vil- 
lages and causing terr"o'e suffering.

A REMARKABLE- STATUE. 



' Siam,' the' country of the*whife;ele.-r 
phactj;, - was a short •time- ago;-4he>^ 
scente of a very brlllantewn^one,, 
of the most interesting that has.' taken . 
place in the history of the' country. 
K'ng ChulaJongKorn, the late King of: 
Siam, while :- touring In the northern 
part of' his kingdom at the end of .last . 
year, visited the anc ent- town, of .Pit-, 
sanuloke, which contained. within- its/ 
walls a celebrated many-centurie&old- 
figure of Buddha, 

The Kind's Vow, 

The King was so filled with «n- 
thnsasm by this statue that he made 
a vow to place a similar Iigure in the 
royal temple. "Wat Suan DusK," in 
the capital of his kingdom. He sent 
off some Buddhist priests immed- 
iately to Bangkok, ordering them to 
bring hack six old bronte cannon cap- 
tured during a war with - Burma -to 
PitsanuloVe. In the meantime the 
King so pushed on tbe work that by 
the tme the cannon arrived the pro: 
cess of casting could he begun. Fa*.th- 
ful Buddhists streamed from faT and' 
near and threw gold rand Sliver into 
the glowing mass. Young girls took 
off their costly jewels and offered 
them as a sacrifice: whole families 
would gladly have given the'r all. In 
order that the sancriy of the ancient 
statue should be conveyed to the new,, 
two consecrated silver cords >. were ■ 
fastened to the ears ot the. old Statue, 
and given into the charge of the high- 
est bouses, who watched day and 
night and sang and offered prayers 
incessantly. 

The Casting of the Statue. 

During the casting tbe King b-'m- 
tself held the other end of the cord, 
while from him outpoured the cord In 
the form of the new-cast figure. At 
last, amid tbe endless rejoicings of 
the people, the casting was finished, 
and the statue, under the gu dance of 
the King, was conveyed in solemn 
procession down the river to Bang- 
kok, where tbe work of art was to 
be completed. It is said that hundreds 
of chisels were broken during the 
work. King Cbulalongkorn glided the

A numher have been con- 
verted and enrolled as soldiers, 
though owing to the wandering life 
they "lead, following their herds of 
reindeer from place to place, It is 
only very Infrequently that they are 
able to attend meetings. One bright 
lass's who had not attended a meet- 
Ing for four months previously did so 
while 1 was there. She spoke. or hav- 
ing been much persecuted^ by her 
; people on account of her being a Sal- 
vationist, but said she- was resolved

Anything. within us- 
ability or the ability of my people 
which Is likely to be of service will 
be gladly rendered. 

"Please give assurances of my 
deepest sympathy with sufferers, 
wives, and relatives. I am calling for 
prayer from every Salvationist that 
God Himself may come to our help 
In this terrlhle agony." 

One who was on .the spot says It 
was heart-breakfng walking amongst 
the crowd of hereaved ni'en and wo- 
men, to see those. who had borne up 
bravely for nearly two days suddenly 
seek refuge In tears, when the grim 
truth wbb forced home to their minds. 
Words failed to comfort them. 

At about eleven o'clock on Thurs- 
day morning the Brigadier conducted 
a short servlc'e among the crowd wait- 
ing near the pit head.

Shelter for 200 men. .Then it took 
others, some of which are owned and 
some hired, among them a great "Ele- 
vator" on the London plan, where 
waste paper is sorted and sold.
